Rep. Buffett (R-Neb) said that 


the OPA had attempted "to brow- 
beat Mr. Ford" in public state- 
ments, and challenged its author- 
ity to do so.

Scores of Negroes Die in Fire 


New Orleans Scene 
of Apartment Bldg. 
Holocaust at Dawn 


New Orleans, Feb. 19—(AP)— 


A terrific explosion, followed by 
fire, levelled a three-story apart- 
ment building in the downtown 
residential area here today, killing 
an undetermined number of per- 
sons and injuring a score of oth- 
ers. 


Police estimated that a score 


or more of persons, all Negroes, 
lost their lives in the blast or fire, 
while a score of others were in- 
jured. 


They said the building housed 


53 residents. 
The blast occurred 


at 6:35 a. m. while the occupants 
were getting breakfast or prepar- 
ing to go to work. 


Those rescued were taken to 


Charity hospital suffering from 
burns. Some bodies could be seen 
among the ruins. 


Army and 
Navy 
ambulances 


were called into service to aug- 
ment city ambulances in rescue 
work. Service men from the Port 
of Embarkation and the Navy also 
aided police and firemen. 


Was Federal Project 


The building is a unit of a fed- 


eral housing project. 


The interior of the structure 


was a mass of flames when fire- 
men arrived and Fire Chief Frank 
rlivarde would not permit firemen 
to enter the wreckage- The first 
floor gave way and the second 
and third floors collapsed.

tries. 


Clark said 'the justice depart- 


ment "is determined to bring ev- 
ery single American who played 
the axis game swiftly to trial. No 
effort will be spared because we 
must show the world that we are 
not sloppy sentimentalists wh«w 
the crime of high treason is con- 
cerned. 


"As soon as evidence has been 


obtained", he added, "each of the 
suspects will be returned to the 
District of Columbia to face a 
United States tribunal". 


Eight Under Indictment 


Eight Americans, including the 


poet Ezra Pound, were indicted 
in 1943 in.conection with alleged 
propaganda 
broadcasts. 


Clark said four of these are held 


by the Army in Europe—Edward 
Delaney of Olney, 111.; Douglaa 
Chandler of Baltimore; Constance 
Drexel of Philadelphia and Robert 
H. Best of New York City. Best 
was nabbed by army intelligence 
in Austria last week. 


Frederick 
Kaltenbach of Du- 


buque, Iowa, is reported unoffici- 
ally in the custody of the Rus- 
sians, Clark said. He added that 
one of Mclnerny's tasks will be 
to negotiate with Russian occupa- 
tion authorities in Germany for 
Kaltenbach's release to the U. S. 
Army. 


Of the three others indicted, one 


is dead, another is missing and 
Pound is in a Washington, D. C. 
hospital. A federal court ruled last 
week that he is "mentally un- 
sound" and unable to stand trial.

Outlook for Farm 


Prices is Bright 


Lee Farmers Told 


Prof. R. J. Mutti of U. of 


Illinois Talks to 65 


Farmers at Amboy 


Although some decline in prices 


of farm products is expected in 
the latter part of 1946, the over- 
all picture for farm prices is 
bright, Lee county farmers were 
told at an outlook meeting in Am- 
boy recently. In a discussion with 
65 farmers, Prof. R. J. Mutti of 
the University of Illinois college 
of agriculture pointed out that the 
demand for most Illinois farm 
products will be generally strong 
this year. 


A nigh level of consumer in- 


comes in the United States, along 
with large purchases of food and 
feed for export and relief ship- 
ments, likely will maintain farm 
prices at about their 1945 levels 
during the first half of 1946. Un- 
employment in the United States 
has not been as great as was ex- 
pected immediately after the sur- 
render of Japan, though current 
work stoppages are an unfavor- 
able factor. 
Consumer incomes 


will decline from wartime levels, 
but spencimgs for food will not 
fall in proportion, as taxes will be 
lower and the rate of savings will 
be reduced. 


In the latter part of 1946 the 


pressure 
on food supplies will 


ease, and some decline in prices of 
farm products is anticipated, par- 
ticlularly if crops are large. Pur- 
chases of food for export and re- 
lief shipments will decline, pro- 
vided 1946 is an average crop 
year in the food-deficit countries 
of Europe. 
Also, military pur- 


chases 
of 
food, 
which 
have 


amounted to nine per cent of the 


1945 United States food supply, 
will be much lower. 


Further Price Drop Likely 


After 1946 the price outlook is 


uncertain, but a further drop in 
farm price is likely. 
Production 


of farm products will be at a high 
level, possibly 25 to 30 per cent 
above pre-war, and non-civilian 
needs will be lower. 
Prices of 


items bought by farmers will re- 
main high compared with prices 
of products which they sell. 
As 


a result, net farm incomes will 
be substantially lower than war- 
time. Professor Mutti suggested 
that m view of this situation 
farmers should attempt to make 
more efficient use of feeds, labor 
and machinery and above all 
should exercise caution in creat- 
ing heavy indebtedness. 


In discussing the various form 


commodities, Professor Mutti stat- 
ed that, although the demand for 
fats and oils will be 
strong 


throughout 1946 and into 1947. 
some reduction in soybean acreage 
13 suggested m 1946. Imports of 
vegetable oils are expected to be- 
come fairly heavy before the 1946 
soybean crop is all processed. 


Some Feed Supplies Short 


Feed supplies will be short in 


many areas of Illinois before the 
1946 crop is harvested. The high 
level of livestock production and 
the poor quality of the 1945 corn 
crop is resulting in heavy con- 
sumption of corn this winter and 
a very tight corn situation in the 
| summer of 1946. High protein 
fetds will be scarce. 


Civilian meat supplies \\ill be 


much larger than in 1945, possiblv 
145 to 155 pounds per capita com- 


l pared with 130 pounds in 1945. 
Therefore, some decline in prices 
of hogs and some grades of cat- 
tle is likely in periods when mar- 
ketings are heavy. Also, farmers 
will receive somewhat lower re- 
turns for cattle when the rollback 
subsidies are withdrawn.

"Down in Arkansas,' said the 


speaker at a poultry meeting last 
week, "we're trying to develop a 
breed of chickens that will lay 
eggs or not lay eggs, depending" 
on what a bureaucrat in Washing- 
ton wants them to do." 


That man was not a poultry- 


man. But I think he understands 
one of your biggest problems! 


Two or three months ago the 


government was urging you to 
cull your flocks and cut produc- 
tion. Why? Because the statis- 
ticians had figured out that we 
were likely to have a surplus of 25 
million cases of eggs this spring. 


Today the government is still 


encouraging culling and the De- 
partment of Agriculture is direct- 
ed by the president to "prevent 
excessive chick production." Be- 
cause of a threatened surplus of 
eggs? Not at all. Because there 
is a world shortage of food and 
grain is needed for starving peo- 
ple. 


It's not in the heart of Amer- 


icans to let people starve and cer- 
tainly we're willing to do every- 
thing we can to prevent unneces- 


j sary suffering. 


Uorld Fat-es Food shortage 


A world-wide food shortage does 


not develop over night. True, the 
news hit the headlines suddenly. 
But the likelihood of the short- 
age must have existed last De- 
cember. And all we heard about 
it then was how we were threat- 
ened with surpluses and must cut 
production. 


The two don t ]ibs. You can't 


have a shortage of food and a sur- 
plus of eggs at the same time. 


So there hasn't been much talk 


these last few weeks about a sur- 
plus of eggs. 


The government stands ready to 


support the market if necessary, 
but the chances of its being neces- 
sary are more and more remote. 
The Department of Agriculture 


] will buy _eggs=rbut the chances 
' are it will buy them because peo- 
ple need food rather than because 
the market needs support. There's 
quite a difference. 


Efficient Production Needed 
With feed scarce and food need- 


ed. I think there is danger that 
people may put poultry on short 
rations. 
Nothing could 
waste 


precious feed faster. 


/For example, I know a lot of 


folks aren't getting over 15 to 


20 per cent production from their 
flocks. 
That's a waste of feed. 


It would be far better to reduce 
the size of the flock, give the same 
amount of feed to fewer birds, 
and get 70 per cent production. 


When we stint on feed, we don't 


make it go further. 
We succeed 


only in producing fewer eggs and 
fewer pounds of poultry from the 
feed that is used. When feed is 
scarce it becomes more important 
than ever to raise chickens that 
are bred to make efficient use' of 
feed, and to feed well the ones 
you do raise. 


With food so badly needed the 


world over, I don't think the em- 
phasis should be on reduced pro- 
duction. It should be on efficient 
production—getting all the eggs 
and poultry meat possible from 
the feed that is available. 
That 


may mean a reduction in num- 
bers. But if we raise good chicks, 
manage them right and feed them 
well, it need not mean a reduc- 
tion in the number of eggs and 
the pounds of poultry produced.

We don't know whether Alfred 


M. Landon's recent speech on 
Europe program was reported in j ~pmlon t^t the "old-well-estab- 
European papers 
If it was. a 


great many decent unoffending, 
hungry people of that continent 
must have been surprised and dis- 
heartened at the former presi- 
dential nominee's statements 


Mr. Landon spoke of our sacri- 


fices, and of our continuing to 
bear the burdens of the whole 
earth. He held this go\ernment 
'•passively responsible" for blun- 
dering policies which make our 
sacrifices necessary. He told his 
audience that "raidmg our nation- 
al pantry to soften the adverse 
effects of Allied policy in Bui-ope 
will not cue the situation " And, 
strangely enough, he found the 
root of the whole trouble in the 
"iniquitous Morgenthau plan for 
defeated Germany." 


Allied policies in Europe (which 


certainly" aren t flawless) are the 
outcome of an agreement reached 
at Potsdam by President Truman, 
Premier Stalin and Prime Minister 
Attlee. 
They are not the Mor- 


genthau plan. 


It will be recalled that Mr. Mor- 


genthau 
favored, among other 


things a drastic curtailment of 
German industry and a greater 
emphasis on agriculture. 
If his 


nlan were in operation, it seems 
unlikely that a heavier emphasis 
on agriculture would bring about 
starvation or, since Germany im- 
ported much food-b.efore.-the war. 
increased farming there would in- 
crease hunger throughout Europe. 


Furthermore, 
postwar 
food 


shortages were foreseen long be- 
fore Mr. Morgenthaus plan was 
announcedd. at a time when the 
Allies' only European policy was 
to beat the Germans. It was in- 
evitable that casualties 
placed persons, neglected and war- 
torn fields, disruption of trans- 
portation, sshortage of fertilizer 
and similar factors would add up 
to famine 


But Mr. Landon contends that 


the Morgenthau plan is in opera- 
tion, and implies that it is the 
reason behind our "sacrifices"— 
monumental deprivations which 
may force the 
world's 
best-fed 


people to eat wheat bread which 
contains a little more of the grain 
husk, and to dnnk alcohol bev- 
erages made from grains other 
than wheat. 


Apparently Mr. Landon is in- 


tent upon torturing a tragic in- 
evitability into a domestic political 
issue. He seems to favor a pro- 
test against 
"blundering Allied 


policies" at the expense of hun- 
gry people 


The consensus of returned travel- 


ers fi'om postwar Europe (a group 
that does not include Landon) is 


lished veterans organizations are 
preaching a doctrine of strong na- 
tionalism", to which he objects. 


He believes ' some form of world 


government' is necessary to pre- 
vent another war and would or- 
ganize the veterans to "influence 
public opinion and legislation on 
these matters".

Seversky Says Air 
Control Necessary 
in War of Atom Age 


Long Range Plane* Ar« 


Answer; 
A-Bomb't 


Limits Noted 


Washington, Feb. 19—(AP)— 


The war of the atomic age waa 
envisioned today by Maj. Alex- 
ander P- De Seversky as explod- 
ing with an airborne strike across 
the north pole from the industrial 
heart of one nation against the 
industrial heart of another. 


Aviation authority and War de- 


partment 
consultant, 
Seversky 


saw no end to wars,, and there- 
fore he said Americans should be 
prepared 
technologically, 
scien- 


tifically and psychologically for 
the possibility of future conflict. 
Victory in the next war will be 
achieved through air superiority 
and guided missiles, he asserted. 


At a press conference dealing 


with his report on an official tour 
of the Pacific for the War depart- 
ment, Seversky warned against 
too great a confidence alone in 
the atomic bomb. 


"We will have to assume con- 


trol of the air before we can use 
the atomic bomb." he said. "Be- 
fore we can use guided missiles, 
we must have control of the air, 
possibly over nearly the 
whole 


globe." 


To keep the enemy from using 


guided missiles against you or to 
make yours effective against him, 
you've got to knock out his elec- 
tronic power, he said. That 
is 


where long-range bombers, such 
as the new B-36 with its 10,000 
mile radius, are effective.

BOMB HAS LIMITATIONS 
Berkeley, Calif.. Feb. 19—iAP)' 


—The atom bomb has natural lim- 
itations which probably will pre- 
vent it from becoming hundreds 
or thousands of times as destruc- 
tive as it is now, says Dr. Leonard 
Loeb, physicist and naval research 
expert. 


One of these 
limitations lies 


within the physical structure of 
the bomb itself and the other is 
a principle characteristic of all 
explosives. Loeb stated in a report 
in the U- S. Naval Ordnance Lab- 
oratory Bulletin. 


The first is due to the fact that 


the bomb quickly generates ex- 
treme heat in the course of the ex- 
plusion of its 
individual atoms. 


But not all the atoms break up si- 
multaneously. 
The 
initial atom 


explosions heat up the unexplod- 
ed ones. The heat cause? a slight 
expansion of the unexploded mass 
of the bomb, increasing the space 
between 
the remaining 
atoms. 


Conceivably this slight separation 
could cause some of the undam- 
aged atoms to get 
beyond the 


reach of flying neutrons which 
otherwise would hit them 
and 


cause them to break up in time 
to contribute their energy to fcha 
main blast. 


Super-A Bomb Is Distant 


Dr. Loeb said the official report 


on the atom bombs indicated that 
there is "a close race between the 
rate of fission and the 
rate of 


temperature rise x x x resulting {n 
a disintegration of the bomb be- 
fore all the nuclear energy is re- 
leased." 


"In how far this race will Urn- 


it the size or explosive efficiency 
of future bombs one cannot say." 
Dr. Loeb added, "except that it 
may place a definite limit to the 
bombs." 


The other 
limitation concern* 


the well-established physical law 
that the area of destruction does 
not increase in direct proportion 
to the power of the explosion. 


For example, if a bomb of given 


power had a destructive radius of 
one mile, a bomb twice its size 
would have an effective radius of 
only about 1.4 miles, 
not 
two 


miles as might be expected. 


Dr Loeb said future research 


might make "super-atomic bombs 
possible- but it is doubtful 
foi 


sometime to come."

Green Blames Lend- 
lease, Confusion 
for Short Housing 


In an address at Camp Grant 


Saturday 
Governor Dwight H. 


Green said the current housing 
shortage exists because "material 
stocks have been depleted by lend- 
lease exports and production is 
stagnated by the confusion of at- 
tempted price and wage level sta- 
bilization. And", he continued 
"veterans want jobs, and aie we 
to confess that industrial stnte 
has halted commodity production 
because management and labor 
are prevented from finding a com- 
mon ground upon which to meet 
and do business together?" 


Governor Green's remarks were 


made at a luncheon celebrating 
the fifth anniversary of Camp 
Grant's use as an army camp of 
World War II. 


State Doing Its Best 


The governor said Illinois' state 


government "is doing everything it 
can" by providing funds to assist 
municipalities in promoting hous- 
ing projects, by erecting tempor- 
ary shelters at the University at 
Illinois and by establishing 
a 


"comprehensive' program of public 
works construction. 


'But all that the state can do 


will not straighten out a national 
economy that wall utterly fail until 
it is permitted to right itself by its 
own common sense and time test- 
ed methods.'' he declared. 


Green lauded Camp Grant per- 


sonnel and Rockford civilians for 
cooperation throughout the war. 


Camp Reopened in 1941 


The camp, originally built in 


1917. was reopened in 1941 as one 
of two army medical replacement 
centers in the United States and 
now is a separation center. It has 
received, redeployed and separated 
approximately 650,000 soldiers in 
two wars. 


In 1917-18-19 the camp at its 


peak quartered 85,000 men and the 
86th or Blackhawk division, made 
up chiefly of national army troops 
from Illinois. Wisconsin, and Mich- 
igan was in preparatory service. 


Deactivated After Armistice 
Following the armistice, Camp 


Grant became a demobilization 
center and later was deactivated. 
Only a few buildings remained 
which were used for training of 
the Illinois national guard..

Clare Luce Joins 
Cafholic Faith as 


She Quits Office 


New York—(AP)—Rep. Clare 


Boothe Luce. Republican of Con- 
necticut, became a Roman Catho- 
lic at St. Patrick's cathedral Sat- 
urday and in a statement said she 
would be "unavailable by design 
or draft for elective office." 


Mrs. Luce issued this statement 


after the ceremony: 


"I've wanted for a very long 


time to enter the Catholic faith. 
And to that end I've received in- 
structions for five months from 
Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen. 


"It would be naturally asked at 


this time if this is related to my 
decision not to be a candidate for 
the senate or the house. Plainly 
there is a relation. For the ques- 
tion of faith which all Americans 
must always wish kept out of poli- 
tics might be injected by a few 
cynical people into a campaign in 
our state. 


"Tolerant people of all faiths in 


our state would not wish to see 
such a false issue 9bscure the 
many important political issues 
which face our nation today. 


"Therefore I have chosen to be 


unavailable by design or draft for 
elective office." 


Mrs. Luce, wife of Henry R. 


Luce, editor-in-chief of Times, Life 
and 
Fortune 
magazines, 
an- 


nounced Jan. 30 that she would 
not be a candidate for re-election 
to the house of representatives 
next fall. 


At that time she said: 
"My good and sufficient reasons 


for this decision will 
become 


abundantly clear in time." 


Since then there has been con- 


siderable speculation in Washing- 
ton and Connecticut that Mrs. 
Luce would become a candidate 
for the U. S. senate. 


Mrs. Luce was elected to con- 


gress from the Fourth district of 
Connecticut in 1942 and re-elected 
in 1944.
